A drowning man clutches at straws and J. F. Meek, the head of the 


campaign to hold fast the bootlegger instead 
of having regulated, law- 


abiding saloons here came out in the anti-saloon league organ Wednesday 
morning haiiing John R. Mapel as a savior. 


He now seeks to impress upon the public mind that with Mapel restor- 


ed as chief of police of Coshocton there will be rib violations of the Rose 
law, that all attempted violations will be punished and that the same old 
story of the millennial that he inated thiee years ago will come to pass. 


However Mr. Meek evidently forgot the letter he wrote to Mayor Gail 


S. Hamilton, from Chautauqua, X. Y. back in 1909. 


Keep the facts clear in your mind, for it is diflVeult to comprehend how 


a sane man can make such a blunder as Mr. Meek now makes in his last 
desperate stand to make good his boast that he controls the vote of Co- 
shocton county farmers. 


Today he says in his organ that "Mapel had regard for his oath of office 


and the Rose law was enforced. There was not a speakeasy in town. The 
bootlegger had not appeared. The town was peaceful and law-abiding. It 
was all because of John R. Maoel." 


That is what Meek says today, Dec. 13, 1911. 


Here is what he said oA"er Ms own signature in a let- 


ter dated at Chautauqua, K. Y., July 22, 1909, and 
Avritteii to Mayor Hamilton when John R. Alapel Avas 
chiei': 


"I note that there is likely to be a new appoint- 


ment for a Chief of Police. Of course all I know is what 
I see in our newspapers. I think it ought to be made. 
The present chief publicly says that the law is being 
violated and makes no effort to punish the violators. A 
Chief of Police that would do his duty could stamp out 
the lawlessness that now prevails inside of one month; 
and it would be a credit to you and advantage to the 
community to have it done. Unless something is done 
soon, you may rest assured that there will be such op- 
position to your nomination and election as to make it 
a very serious problem for you and your friends. I am 
not saying this as a threat." 


By "the present chief" referred to in the above extract from his letter, 


he refers to John R. Mapel. then chief. 


And if that isn't enough, here is another one from the prolific and un- 


guarded pen of Mr. Meek, appearing above his own initials in the Ohio 
State Journal, Columbus, date of April 27, 1909. and written while Mapel 
was chief of Coshocton: 


The Rose law so far in Coshocton county is almost a fail- 


ure at least a little more than half so, because there are now 15 
saloons whereas before the county voted dry there were 26. 


And now today, anxious to delude some people hito the idea that 
the 


Rose law CAN" be enforced, which it never has and cannot be, Mr. Meek 
forgets that letter, the full copy of which Gail S. Hamilton has in his 
safe, bearing the postmark o£ Chautauqua, X. Y.. where Mr. Meek has 
his summer home, and writes something he KNOWS to be false. 


If Mr. Meek desiresrMapel to be TUB issue of this campaign, all right 


and well. Let the people judge for themselves. 


And here is something more. Mapel was chief when W. A. Smith. Re- 


publican, was mayor. 
"Mapel was smooth and foxy and apparently work- 


ing with me" states ex-Mayor Smith to The Age. over long distance tele- 
phone from his present place of business in Columbus, "and yet I had 
constant trouble with him enforcing my policies. 
I made it plain to all 


saloon keepers when I first too-: office, that I would stand for no laxity 
in law enforcement, and I issued strict orders to Mapel: and he either was 
very dense or winked at the violations. At one time 1 came close to mak- 
ing a public statement over my own signature of his attitude. 
One in- 


stance particularly, during the fair In 1908. 
Mapel came into my office 


with a woman who wanted to give a dance in a tent on Walnut street, 
and Mapel said he had investigated and the thing was all right. I let them 
start but made out no permit. Later I had complaints from people living 
near that the show was indecent and they said they had asked the chief 
to stop it and he had paid no attention to ;t. 
I cot him and went there 


and told him to stop it. Instead he let me to the talking and I diu it 
straight. 
I stopped the show. It was a tou^h ooche-coochie show."' 


And Mr. Mapel is the man. denounced by Mr. Me"k himself in no uncer- 


tain u-rtns. in vhom Mr. Meek places his faith if the county makes the 
mistake Thursday of voting for the Rose law. 


The county will vote ''wet" Thursday overwhelmingly. Mr. Meek has 


fooled the people about as often as he can. 


Caught in his own trap In this, and retraains his wild statements about

A drowning man clutches at straws and .J. F. Meek, the head or the 


campaign to hold fast the bootlegger instead

abiding saloons here came out in the anti-saloon league organ Wednesday 
morning hailing John R. Mapel as a savior. 


He now seeks to impress upon the public mind that with Mapel restor- 


ed as chief of police of Coshocton there will be rib violations of the Rose 
law, that all attempted violations will be punished and that the same old 
story of the millenium that he prated three years ago will come to pass. 


However Mr. Meek evidently forgot the letter lie wrote to Mayor Gail 


S. Hamilton, from Chautauqua, is. Y. back in ]909. 


Keep the facts clear in your mind, for it is difficult to comprehend how 


a sane man can make such a blunder as Mr. Meek now makes in his List 
desperate stand to make good his boast that he controls the vote of Co- 
shocton county fanners. 


Today he says in his organ that "Mapel had regard for his oath of office 


and the Rose law was enforced. There was not a speakeasy in town. The 
bootlegger had not appeared. The town was peaceful and law-abiding, 
it 


was all because of John R. Maoel." 


That is what Meek says today, Dec. IS, 1911. 


Here is what he said over his o\vn signature in a let- 


ter dated at Chautauqua, N. Y., July 22, 1909, and 
written to Mayor Hamilton when John R. Mapel was 
chiei': 


"I note that there is likely to be a new appoint- 


ment for a Chief of Police. Of course all I know is what 
I see in our newspapers. I think it ought to be made. 
The present chief publicly says that the law is being 
violated and makes no effort to punish the violators. A 
Chief of Police thai, would do his duty could stamp out 
the lawlessness that now prevails inside of one month; 
and it would be a credit to you and advantage to the 
community to have it done. Unless something is done 
soon, you may rest assured that there will be such op- 
position to your nomination and election as to make it 
a very serious problem for you and your friends. I am 
not saying this as a threat." 


By "the present chief" referred to in the above extract from his letter, 


he refers to John R. Mapel. then chief. 


And if that isn't enough, here is another one from tho prolific and un- 


guarded pen of Mr. Meek, appearing above his own initials in the Ohio 
State Journal, Columbus, date of April 27, 1909. and written while Mapel 
was chief of Coshocton: 


The Rose law so far in Coshocton county is almost a fail- 


ure at least a little more than half so. because there are now 15 
saloons whereas before the county voted dry there were 26. 


And now today, anxious to delude some people into the idea that 
the 


Rose law CAX be enforced, \.hich it never has and cannot be, Mr. Meek 
forgets that letter, the full copy of which Gail S. Hamilton has, in his 
safe, bearing the postmark of Chautauqua, N. Y.. where Mr. Meek has 
his summer home, and writes something he KNOWS to be false. 


If Mr. Meek desires*Mapel to be THE issue of this campaign, all right 


and well. 
Let the people judge for themselves. 


And here is something more. Mapel was chief when W. A. Smith. Re- 


publican. was mayor. "Mapel was smooth and foxy and apparently woik- 
ing with me" stnfs ex-Mayor Smith to The Age. over long distance tele- 
phone from his piesent place of business in Columbus, "and yet I had 
constant tiouble with him enforcing my policies. 
I made it plain to all 


saloon keeper:) when I first took office, that I would stand for no laxity 
in law enforcement, and I issued strict orders to Mapel; and he either was 
very dense or winked at the violations. At one time I came close to mak- 
ing a public statement over my own signature of his attitude.
